Provisions were 
742@15c higher. The demand was strong 
all day and the volume of trading was 
large, the demand for wheat being gen- 
eral. Reports from al] over the winter 
wheat belt showed the genera] situation 
to be unchanged ang that rains are 
generally needed to prevent serloug dam- 
age to the growing crop. in the north- 
west it was claimed that too much rain 
had fajlen in many sections. 
bureau predicted showers for 
throughout Kansas, Nebraska and Iowa, 
but despite this forecast, sentiment in 
the wheat pit continued bullish all gay. 
A dg4@rease of 2,323,000 bushels in the 
visible supply, compared with a decrease 
of 1,741,000 bushels one year ago, aided 
in hajding the market to a high pitch.

Dullness and a dragging professitqal lat 
was experienced The bearish roonr$le- 
ment seemed to be afraid to get aggres- 
sive, while on tithe other hand, the bulls 
were content to await manfpulation by 
the large interests. The market appears 
to be hardening and mav drag as a whole 
until oversold. The shortage is doubt- 
less being fostered by the present tactics, 
which, to sav the least, are very tedious.
